Dr. Susan Huck, a graduate of Syracuse University 
with advanced degrees from the University of Mich- 
igan and Clark University, began her working career 
as a cartographer and photo-interpreter, making maps 
of widely scattered parts of the world. This led her 
: to become a professor of geography; subsequently she 
shifted to sociology and anthropology, which she now 


teaches at a college in the Northeast. 


The change of academic field was not entirely vol- 
untary. In her first “controversial” magazine article, 
Dr. Huck described her experiences as the only known 
conservative on the faculty of Hunter College of the 
City University of New York. Finding herself jobless 
and her future looking rather blighted, as the penalty 
for non-leftist nonconformity among the “academic 
freedom” enthusiasts, she began looking into the con- 
servative movement more seriously. Most of 1964 was 
spent working in various pro-Goldwater political or- 
ganizations. 


Dr. Huck has ‘combined her geographic back- 
ground, her interest in politics, and her extensive 
world travel to write authoritative articles dealing 
with events in Iraq, Malaysia, the Dominican Repub- 
lic, and Africa. They have appeared in American 
Opinion, under the pen-name of Allison Anders, and 
` in National Review. Dr. Huck has also lectured wide- 
ly, including a tour of Australian and New Zealand 
universities in 1965.
